EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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(7) In claim 20, line 9, insert - -where another one of plurality of control signals is 
coupled to an RF attenuator having an output that is coupled to an input of a power 
amplifier,- - before "and where"; 

(8) cancel claim 21 ; 

(9) In claim 26, line 10, insert - -where another one of plurality of control signals 
is coupled to an RF attenuator having an output that is coupled to an input of the 
programmable power amplifier,- - before "and where"; 

(10) cancel claim 27; 

(1 1) In claim 32, line 9, insert - -where another one of plurality of control signals 
is coupled to RF attenuator means having an output that is coupled to an input of the 
programmable power amplifier means,- - before "and where"; and 

(12) in claim 33, delete "where one of plurality of control signals is coupled to RF 
attenuator means having an output that is coupled to an input of the programmable 
power amplifier means, " in lines 1-3. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3. 4, 7, 8, 9. 11. 12, 15-17, 19. 20, 22-26, and 28-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach and suggest an RF transmitter, comprising a plurality of control signals, 
where one of the plurality of control signals sets a power amplifier mode of operation 
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and where another one of plurality of control signals is coupled to an RF attenuator 
having an output that is coupled to an input of a power amplifier as recited in claims.
